REMARKS OF MAJOR R, S. TUCKER. 


in reply to the toast “The Dry 
Goods Trade,””’ Major R. 8. Tucker 
made a most interesting speech, 
abounding with statistical and other 
facts relative to the growth of Ral- 
eigh and particularly its dry goods 
trade, Just asthe Major commenced 
his speech he was su, plied from some 
quarter, greatly to the amusement of 
‘he audience, with a large pile ct 
books and periodicals, dog-eared, 
band-tex of papers, from which 
Was baturally supposed he intended 
drawing information. Whben he had 
safely ensconced himself behine this 
mass of material and having suftici- 
ently recovered from any embarrass- 
ment this incident may have occa- 
| sioned him, he proceeded sith his 
remarks, 

He set out with the assertion 
that the dry good» business 
was the most hazardous 
of all others; that 95 per cent. ofall 
who engaged in it failed, which isa 
wonderful ratio of failures; but he 
was glad to be able to state, upon the 
authority of leading drg-goods mer- 
chants of the Northern cities, that 
the credit of the dry-goods merchants 
of Raleigh, and jpideed of the State, 
stands as bigh, for the amount they 
may buy, asthat of the merchants 
ofany eity or State in the Union.

could not see.) In noticing the ad- 
vanee in “civilization”? as well as 
the improvement in his line of trade, 
Major T. said that fifty years ago the 
graceful forms and elastic figures of 
our mothersin the mystic mazes of 
the dance or at chureh were clothed 
in calico dresses made from only five 
or six yards of goods. But now the 
modern ‘‘pin-back” alone required 
five or six yards of material, while 
a fashionable dress entire required 
from 2 to 40 yards, which latter 
style was peculiarly profitable to 
the dry-goods merchant ; ‘but yet 
wecouldno’t and we wouldn't be 
without tbe dear creatures if it took 
ull the calico in the city to clothe one 
of them.,”’ 
The close of the late war brought 
| about a new era. Here as else- 
where our people had no eapitol 
with whichto commence business, 
and the places of business were at 
onee occupied by quarter-masters 
and suttlers from the Northern 
army. Up to July, 186, three 
months after the close of the war, 
not a native merchant attempted to 
conduct business. In July W.H,

Conflicting Cotton Keports, 

The New York Wor/d contains 
the following edttorial comments on 
the conflicting cotton crop reports of 
the National Cotton Exehange and 
those ofthe Apvricuitural Boreau at 
Washington: 

‘The importance of the eotton 
erop ofthe United States is too ap- 
parent to need illustration. It is 
recognized throughout the merean- 
tile world, Its influenee is felt at 
the remotest points. Ail efforts to 
procure correct information of its 
progress and prospects are therefore 
to be commended and aided, The 
National Cotton Exchange, having 
its headquarters at New Orleans, and 
the Agricu!tural Bureau at Washing- 
ton, have revently issued reports 
upou the current cotton crop which 
ure so inconsistent, not only with 
each other but with themselves, as 
to demonstrate that much is vet to 
be done before the general public 
can feel any reliance upon what may 
emanate from either of these sources.
